George Kell and Ernie Harwell again head the Tigers’ broadcast teams, 
doing selected games on television and all games on radio. 

Station WWJ-TV (channel 4) is the new key station of the TV network, 
although a pioneer in Tiger television back in 1947. On radio, the network 
is fed by Station WJR (760), primary outlet since 1965. 

Kell, former American League star and one of the game's top 
broadcasters since first hitting the air for the Tigers in 1959, is scheduled 
to describe every inning of the 1975 TV games with commentary from 
Larry Osterman on road games and Don Kremer on home games. 
Osterman, sports director of Station WKZO-TV, Kalamazoo, has been 
Kell’s partner since 1967. Kremer, at WWJ-TV since 1960, is new in the 
Tiger booth this season. 

Harwell’s air career goes back to 1940 and he has been broadcasting 
Tiger games since 1960. Carey, at WJR since 1958, has been in the booth 
with Harwell since 1973.

RALPH HOUK 


In Ralph Houk, the Tigers have a 
manager with a number of 
outstanding assets. Experience is one; 
he is the dean of American League 
managers with 12 seasons under his 
belt. Success is another; he has had 
three pennant winners and two World 
Champions; he twice was named 
Manager of the Year; and he entered 
1975 with a managerial record of 
1,016 victories, 896 losses to rank 
high among 10-year veterans. 
Optimistic patience is another Houk 
hallmark, something probably never 
more vital to a team than in the 
current transitional period for the 
Tigers. 

Three of the coaches have returned 
from Houk’s baptism with the Tigers 
last season — Joe Schultz at third 
base; Dick Tracewski at first; and Jim 
Hegan in the bullpen. New as pitching 
coach is Steve Hamilton, veteran 
southpaw of 12 major league seasons 
making his debut as a coach. 

The Tigers also had valuable spring 
training tutoring from Jim Turner, 
former New York Yankee pitching 
coach; and Al Kaline, retiring this year 
after a brilliant 22-year career as a 
Tiger star. 


WILLIE HORTON 


The time he will be able to play a 
complete season without injury is the 
time Willie Horton is looking forward 
to and the big slugger is hopeful 
about 1975. Leg injuries, ranging from 
his hamstring muscles to his ankles, 
have been Horton's big handicap — 
one he has had to play over — and 
last year was no exception. Horton 
was leading the Tigers in batting, 


home runs and runs batted in when 
he had to go on the disabled list in 
July, then have surgery in August to 
correct a knee injury received in a 
collision with the grandstand wall on 
a fielding play. Despite his long string 
of physical handicaps, Horton entered 
the 1975 campaign standing fifth in 
home runs and 10th in RBI among 

the Tigers’ all-time leading hitters. 


MICKEY LOLICH 


One record seems to follow another for Mickey Lolich 
whenever the masterful southpaw goes to the mound for 
the Tigers these days. Before he hangs up his glove, 
there’s no telling how many Tiger club records he will 
hold. One mark fell before his durability last season 
when Mickey’s 41 starts gave him a career total of 427, 
to erase George Mullins’ 395 back in the 1902-13 era. 
Lolich also added to his margins in two other club 
leaderships — fanning 202 for 2,540 in his career and 
posting three more shutouts for a total of 38. The man 
with the tireless arm has a chance during the current 
season to reach the highest total of innings pitched in 
Tiger history and it is possible for him to reach the 
highest totals in Tiger victories and Tiger pitching 
appearances before calling it quits on the mound. 


BILL FREEHAN 


No catcher in major league history 
can match Bill Freehan's career 
fielding average of .9938. None in 
American League history can match 
his totals of 9,676 chances accepted 
and 9,047 putouts. Those are gilt- 
edged credentials and help explain 
how the Tigers’ rugged backstop has 
been an All-Star catcher 10 times, 
seven times as a starter. An injury to 
his hand was a handicap last season 
and Freehan spent 65 games at first 
base. But he closed fast after 
returning to catching duties; batting 
.297 for the season, a mark topped by 
only nine in the league. 


NATE COLBERT 


Players like Nate Colbert don’t often 
come along. He's a big fellow who 
hits home runs, yet fast enough to 
steal bases and agile enough to rank 
high amonng the best fielding first 
basemen. For those reasons, the 
Tigers considered themselves 
fortunate to land the husky slugger in 
an off-season trade with the San 
Diego Padres. 

Colbert twice has hit 38 home runs 
in a season and posted an RBI peak 
of 111 in 1972. His home run total of 
149 between 1969 and 1973 was the 
highest of all for active players 
entering the following season. 

Originally signed by the Cardinals, 
then drafted by both the Astros and 
Padres, Colbert represented San 
Diego three times in All-Star games. 
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AURELIO RODRIGUEZ 


Smooth and durable are the words 
for Aurelio Rodriguez, the smiling 
senor at third base for the Tigers. He 
has been a fixture there ever since his 
arrival in 1971 — hardly ever missing 
a game and making all the plays with 
his gifted glove in a manner to merit 
comparison with the best at his 
position. With the Angels and 
Senators before reaching Tiger 
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Stadium, Aurelio enjoyed his best 
season at the plate in his first year as 
a Tiger, batting .253 and leading the 
club in hits and doubles. His batting 
hasn't been quite as robust since 
then, but he has led the club in RBI, 
doubles and games played at one 
time or another while giving the 
Tigers some of the most graceful 
fielding they ever had. 


JOHN HILLER 


The stuff of which dreams are made! That's the story 
of John Hiller, the Tiger southpaw who fought back from 
a heart attack to become one of the best relief pitchers 
in baseball history. Floored by his heart attack in 
January, 1971, Hiller missed all of that season and half of 
the next before starting his comeback which led him to 
the top. In 1973, he set major league records with 38 
saves and 48 Fireman's Trophy points (relief victories 
plus saves). Then in 1974, he pushed on to an American 
League record for victories in relief with 17 while adding 
13 more saves under a much more stringent scoring rule 
on saves. That’s a two-year record of 27 victories and 51 
saves, a relief mark topped in 1973-74 by just one 
performer in the major leagues — Mike Marshall, with 29 
victories, 52 saves for the Expos and Dodgers. 
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MICKEY STANLEY 


You might say that Mickey Stanley went out of action 
last season in a blaze of glory, although that’s not 
exactly the way the perenially youthful Tiger outfielder 
viewed it. One night, he was helping the Tigers make 
history as they hit four home runs in the first inning of a 
game at Cleveland, a major league first. The following 
night, July 30, Stanley was hit on the hand by a pitched 
ball at Boston and a broken bone grounded him for all 
but one game the rest of the season. As a result, the 
four-time Gold Glove winner and all-around versatile 
performer fell below a 100-game season for the first time 
since 1966. Trade talk swirled about his head through 
the off-season but the Tiger high command make it plain 
that there was a place in the club's plans for the 
enthusiastic Stanley. While primarily a blue-ribbon 
centerfielder, Mickey has played first base, a little at 
other positions and all seven games of the 1968 World 
Series at shortstop, a feat Tiger fans won't forget. 


JOE COLEMAN 


The Tigers are counting on Joe Coleman to recover his 
earlier efficiency and help restore the club’s pitching to 
its former high estate. After averaging more than 20 
victories a year in his first three seasons as a Tiger, the 
youthful-appearing righthander slipped to 14-12 during 
the 1974 campaign, largely because of his wildness. On 
the way to his lowest victory total as a Tiger, Coleman 
picked up the dubious distinction of setting a club 
record for walks, issuing 158 passes in his 286 innings 
on the mound during 41 starts. However, he also pitched 
two shutouts, two two-hitters and three three-hitters. This 
son of a former Tiger pitcher of the same name came to 
the Tigers from the Senators, who made him their No. 1 
selection in the very first free agent draft. With 
considerable experience for a 28-year-old, Coleman has 
a great variety of pitches which the Tigers are sure will 
restore him to the 20-victory class without delay. 
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LERRIN LaGROW 


Promoted to regular starting status last year after fewer 
than 50 games in the major leagues, Lerrin LaGrow hit 
some rough spots but the Tigers are projecting success 
built on seasoning for the big righthander from Arizona. 
LaGrow pitched more than 200 innings last year for the 
first time in his career and that is seen as a big factor in 
the future predicted for him. LaGrow had a good start in 
1974, but won only one game out of 11 decisions 
following the All-Star Game, with several of the losses 
decided by one bad inning. Signed off the campus of 
Arizona State, where he had a two-year 19-1 collegiate 
record, LaGrow will be remembered as the Tiger on the 
mound at the time of Bert Campaneris’ bat-throwing 
incident during the 1972 division championship series 
with the Oakland A's. 


RON LeFLORE 


A great deal of the Tigers’ future 
depends on Ron LeFlore, a young 
man with very little baseball 
background but a tremendous amount 
of speed, considerable other ability 
and all of the poise and confidence 
necessary for success. Signed in July, 
1973 after release from prison 
following a youthful indiscretion, 
LeFlore became the Tigers’ regular 
centerfielder within a year although 
having played only 134 minor league 
games. He started 1974 at Lakeland 
and was there long enough to win the 
Florida State League batting title at 
.339. Promoted to Evansville, he was 
there only nine games before getting 
the call to Tiger Stadium, where he 
stole his way into the hearts of the 
fans and became Tiger Rookie of the 
Year by vote of the Detroit Sports 
Broadcasters. His 1974 base-stealing 
was sensational: 42 on 46 attempts at 
Lakeland; 3-for-4 at Evansville; 23 out 
of 32 at Detroit; and then 20-for-23 in 
post-season play in the Florida 
Instructional League. That’s star- 
making stuff! 
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GATES BROWN 


Lofty goals are ahead for Gates Brown, but no one is 
wagering that the rotund Tiger slugger will not reach 
them. Already the American League career champion in 
pinch hits and pinch hit home runs, Gates has his eye on 
the major league marks in both categories. Reaching 
them would certainly make him the Pinch Hitting King of 
all time. Entering 1975, Brown had 101 pinch hits, the 
most in American League history. He also had 15 pinch 
hit home runs, another league record. To become the all- 
time major league pinch hit champion, he needed 


another 44 emergency blows to top Smokey Burgess’ 
144. That's about three years of work for Brown, who 
had 16 pinch hits last season and a peak of 18 in 1968. 
As for home runs, Gates could easily overtake in 1975 
the only two major league sluggers still ahead of him — 
Burgess with 16 and Jerry Lynch with 18. Brown started 
wearing the American League pinch hitters’ crown back 
in 1971 when he overtook Fat Bob Fothergill, a former 
Tiger who also played at Chicago and Boston between 
1922 and 1933 to accumulate 76 pinch hits. 


GARY SUTHERLAND 


One of the pleasantest notes for the Tigers during the 
past season was the manner in which Gary Sutherland 
did the job for them. Acquired from the Houston Astros 
after five seasons in the National League which also 
included service at Philadelphia and Montreal, 
Sutherland was given no better than an even chance to 
share time at second base when the Tigers got him. But 
he claimed the job in spring training, became the regular 
during the season and led the team in two important 
categories with 157 hits and 619 times at bat. 
Additionally, his fielding lived up to all of its previous 
billing as he participated in 101 double plays — the most 
for any Tiger second baseman since 1958. Sutherland 
also had a 15-game hitting streak which was the longest 
of the season for the Tigers and enjoyed the thrills of 
two home runs in one game against the A's and four hits 
in a game against the Yankees. 
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VERN RUHLE 


A good start and two promotions 
made a 20-game winner out of Vern 
Ruhle in 1974, the third season of 
campaigning for the one-time Olivet 
College righthander. He started out with 
five complete-game victories at 
Montgomery, posted a 13-5 record in 22 
games at Evansville and finished with a 
flourish at Tiger Stadium by winning 
both of his only two decisions at the 
close of the season. Master of control 
with a good curve, Ruhle has been 
tabbed as a coming star by almost all 
who have scouted him. 
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TOM VERYZER 


Good credentials support the bid of 
Tom Veryzer to become the Tigers’ 
regular shortstop — one who can 
throw hard and hit home runs. 

The club's No. 1 draft choice in 
June, 1971, the Long Island youth 
started off as the Most Valuable 
Player in the Appalachian League that 
season; was a regular on 
Montgomery’s pennant winners the 
following year; claimed all-star honors 
at Toledo in 1973 and repeated at 
Evansville last season, although 
missing a month of action with a 
broken wrist. 


TERRY 
HUMPHREY 


In Terry Humphrey, the Tigers have 
obtained a catcher put together in the 
classic mold of such tall, rangy stars 
of the past as Bill Dickey and Jim 
Hegan. Oklahoma-born but now a 
resident of California, Humphrey came 
to the Tigers in the off-season with an 
excellent defensive reputation — only 
one error in 63 games at Montreal in 
the last two years. 

In his minor league days, Humphrey 
was a Gulf Coast League all-star in 
1969; Southern League all-star in 
1970 and Most Valuable Player at 
Winnipeg in 1971. 
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1901 Ban Johnson proclaims 
American League (name changed 
from Western League 1900) as ma- 
jor league rival of 25-year-old Na- 
tional League, with Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Cleveland, DETROIT. 
Milwaukee, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington charter members . . . James 
D. Burns, hotel man and Wayne 
County sheriff, owner and George 
Stallings manager of Detroit entry 
(called Tigers since 1895 minor 
league days) .. . Playing site 
(moved in 1900 from Helen and 
Champlain, now Lafayette, on east- 
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16 & 18 Park Place, New York City. 


ern city limits) is Michigan-Trum- 
bull location still in use — originally 
called Haymarket, then Woodbridge 
Grove, later Bennett Park . . . Sun- 
day games at Burns Park in Spring- 
wells Township until 1910 to avoid 
blue law . . . Tigers in first season 
finish third ... Stallings fired at 
close, Burns selling out soon after. 


1902 Franchise purchased by Sam- 
uel F. Angus, insurance man, whose 
bookkeeper is Frank J. Navin, des- 
tined to become No, 1 power in 
American League . . . Team finishes 
seventh under Frank Dwyer ... So 
club soon reported on way to an- 
other city. 


1903 Edward G. Barrow, later to 
direct New York Yankee dynasty, 
named manager ... Pitchers 
George Mullin and Wild Bill Dono- 
van and Outfielder Wahoo Sam 
Crawford help Tigers advance to 
fifth. 


1904 William Hoover Yawkey, 
Michigan lumber heir, becomes 
principal owner at 28 years of age . 
- . Navin and Barrow get minor in- 
terests, Barrow later selling out to 
Yawkey . . . New additions are 
Shortstop Charley O’Leary, Third 
Baseman Bill Coughlin and Out- 
fielder Matty McIntyre but Barrow 
is forced out of managership before 
end of seventh-place season, Bobby 
Lowe finishing.

1920 Walter O. Briggs Sr. and 
John Kelsey, leading automobile in- 
dustrialists, are persuaded by Navin 
to buy Tiger holdings of Yawkey, 
who had died March 5, 1919... 
New partners pay $500,000 for half- 
interest in club for which full price 
was only $50,000 just 16 years ear- 
lier. 


1921 Jennings fired after seventh- 
place finish in 1920; new manager is 
Cobb, to be in charge six seasons

DAN MEYER 


A “Novice of Promise”’ is the way a 
national magazine once described 


Dan Meyer when he was getting his 
start in the minors. Now the time has 
arrived for the promise to be fulfilled 
for the handsome blond belter who 
has been called “‘the Tigers’ best 
hitting prospect since Al Kaline.”’ 

A high draft selection in 1972, 
Meyer gave the Tigers high hopes 
from the start as he hit .396 at Bristol 
in his rookie season — the highest 
figure for any batter in baseball, 
major or minor league. He sagged to 
.241 in his first full-scale year which 
followed at Lakeland but two fine 
winter league campaigns convinced 
the Tigers he was ready for faster 
company despite the drop. So he 
was advanced all the way to 
Evansville, where he batted .302 to 
earn a late trial at Tiger Stadium in 
1974 and a full shot at a regular job 
in 1975. 
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GENE MICHAEL 


A late addition with great utility 
value is the way the Tigers feel about 
Gene Michael, the veteran switch- 
hitting infielder who was signed as a 
free agent just before the start of 
spring training after seven seasons 
with the Yankees, five of them as 
their regular shortstop. 

A college cage star at Kent State, 
Michael rejected pro basketball 
overtures from the Pistons and Knicks 
to sign a 1959 baseball contract 
which led him to the Pirates in 1966 
and the Dodgers in 1967 before his 
long stay with the Yankees, who 
honored him with a special day at 
Yankee Stadium in 1973. 


TOM WALKER 


Although he came to them with 
only limited experience as a starting 
pitcher, that was the role the Tigers 
envisioned for Tom Walker when they 
acquired the chunky righthander from 
the Expos in an off-season trade. 

Through 100 games at Montreal in 
1972 and 1973, Walker was strictly a 
reliever. Optioned to Memphis in 
1974, he found the route to starting 
success there and was recalled by the 
Expos to make eight starts in the last 
two months last season. 

Originally signed by the Orioles, 
Walker was drafted from the minors 
by the Expos following the 1971 
season during which he pitched a 
15-inning no-hitter for Dallas-Fort 
Worth — the longest no-hitter in 
professional baseball history. 
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BEN OGLIVIE 


One of the game's most efficient 
base stealers is Ben Oglivie, who 
made it 12 times out of 15 attempts 
last year, his first season as a Tiger. 
The personable Panamanian also 
reached career highs in four batting 
categories in 1974.

GENE LAMONT 


The Tigers had such high respect 
for Gene Lamont in 1965 that they 
made him their No. 1 pick in the first 
player draft ever held. When they 
traded him in 1973, they promptly got 
him back via the major league draft 
and gave the catcher his first full 
major league season in 1974. 


ART JAMES 


An all-star every season of his brief 
minor league career, Art James was 
top fielder of the Appalachian League 
in 1972, paced the Midwest in 1973 
and batted .295 in the Southern in 
1974 to get his chance with the Tigers 
in 1975. He’s a Detroiter, from Finney 
High School. 
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JOHN KNOX 


In his first full major league 
season in 1974, John Knox gave the 
Tigers a .307 batting average for 55 
games which included 33 at second 
base and considerable pinch-running 


for the peppery product of Bowling 
Green State University.
